"satanic" conspiracy theory often used by anti-Semites: For example, he has called Jews the "Sons of the 
Devil" who are "going all out to destroy the white race." Warner also founded the New Christian | 
Crusade Church's official publication, The Christian Vanguard, currently edited by Thomas E. O'Brien. 
The Christian Vanguard, an anti-Jewish and racist monthly, has printed articles bearing such headlines 

as "New Research Into Jewish Ritual Murder," "American Jews are Khazars Not Israelites," "Sex 
Practices of the Jew," "Jewish Arms Industry," and "Inequalities of the Negro Race." Aside from 
running the CDL and New Christian Crusade Church, Warner operates a mail order book service called 
The Sons of Liberty which he founded in the mid-1960s. The Sons of Liberty -- one of a number of 
propaganda mills in'the U. S. featuring anti-Semitic and racist literature -- has printed its booklist in the 
CDL Report which was begun by Warner in the early 1980s. The CDL Report, like the Christian 
Vanguard, has printed numerous anti-Semitic and otherwise defamatory articles. 


The CDL has'allied itself with other extremist groups and individuals. In 1976, Warner and a number of. | 
other extremists from the United States and other countries participated in a convention of the Knights of 
the Ku Klux Klan (then led by David Duke) and the New Christian Crusade Church.

A. CDL promotional advertisement appeared in the September 26, 1977, issue of The Spotlight, ۱ ۱ 
publication of the far right-wing, Washington, DC-based Liberty Lobby, founded and led by anti-Semite 
Willis A. Carto. The CDL ad, captioned "Flight Zionism!" read in part "The Zionists have managed to 
take prayers out of your schools. They have managed to integrate MAJORITY schools while keeping 
theirs segregated on "religious grounds." They have forced manufacturers of food products to put their 
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'K' and 'U' symbols on food and passed this Kosher Tax on to you!" The ad ended with "If you are fed up 
and want to organize to fight back then write to: CHRISTIAN DEFENSE LEAGUE. . ." l 


The CDL has promoted numerous anti-Semitic publications. In 1977, the CDL distributed an eight-page 
tabloid publication entitled "Kosher Food Racket Costs Consumers $Millions." The false charge that 
kosher labeling of food products is costing consumers money has long been circulated by anti-Jewish 
groups in the U.S. In 1978, the CDL campaigned against NBC-TV's presentation of "Holocaust," a 
mini-series dramatization of the Nazi slaughter of six million Jews and the effects of Hitler's policy of 
extermination on the family ofa Jewish physician. In its campaign against "Holocaust," the CDL called 
on NBC affiliated television station programmers and managers to "drop" the program from their 
schedules and charged that "the object of these Zionist propaganda movies is to create sympathy and 
support for the state of Israel." In a letter to NBC-affiliated television stations, Warner stated: "It is a 
well known fact that CBS, NBC and ABC are owned and controlled by Zionist Jews." NB C-TV 
President Robert E. Mulholland labeled the CDL's charge that the film 1s "Zionist propaganda" as 
"anti-Semitic in nature and a denial of the basic principles and precepts of Christianity." Through its 
affiliated New Christian Crusade Church, the CDL has been among those extremist groups active in the 
"Kingdom Identity" movement. The New Christian Crusade Church continues to disseminate anti- Israel 
and anti-Semitic propaganda.

During the 
1980s, several of Butler's followers joined members of the 
neo-Nazi National Alliance and some KKK splinter groups to 
form a secret organization known as The Order, which planned 
to overthrow the U.S. government. To raise money for their 
planned revolution, The Order engaged in a crime spree 
involving murder, counterfeiting, bank robberies and armored 
car hold-ups. The group's activities ended with the death o£ 
its founder and leader, Robert J. Mathews, in a shootout with ; 
Federal agents in December 1984, and the incarceration of many 
of its members. 


As noted, anti-Semitism is a basic tenet of the Aryan Nations 
ideology. For example, Dennis Hilligoss, the group's state 
coordinator in Oregon, recently said that "The Jew is like a 
destroying virus that attacks our racial body to destroy our 
Aryan culture and purity of our race." 


To aid in recruitment efforts, Aryan Nations hosts many racist 
activities during its summer festivals of hate at Hayden Lake, 
called the "World Congress of Aryan Nations." At these 
conferences, Butler's organization has offered courses in 
urban terrorism and guerrilla warfare. Numerous extremists 
have addressed Aryan Nations gatherings. John Trochmann, a 
featured speaker at the 1990 congress, later became a founder 
and leader of the Militia of Montana. 


Since 1979, Aryan Nations has been engaged in prison outreach.

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Butler has called Hayden Lake - an otherwise peaceful 
community - the "international headquarters of the. White 
race." Recently, though, Butler's organization hàs suffered 
from internal difficulties, with several of its members 
leaving to form new groups. Carl Franklin, chief of staff for 
Aryan Nations, resigned in July of 1993 as a result of 
disagreements with Butler, who had previously named him his 
Successor. Wayne Jones was security chief at the Aryan 
compound since the late 1980s and departed along with 
Franklin. They and two other members moved to Western Montana 
to form their own white supremacist group called the "Church 
of Jesus Christ Christian of Montana." Following these 
departures, two more key members, Charles and Betty Tate, left 
to join Kirk Lyons, their son-in-law, a North Carolina-based 
lawyer who has defended right-wing extremists and has called 
himself an "active sympathizer" with their causes. In 
addition, a one-time Aryan Nations official named Floyd 
Cochran has quit the group and renounced anti-Semitism and 
racism. ١ 


Despite the recent defections, Aryan Nations seems to be 

showing signs of rejuvenation. Several new "state offices," 

often consisting of a mail drop, have opened in the last year. : 
Additionally, Staff Director Tim Bishop, the former Kansas 1 

State leader for Thom Robb's Arkansas-based KKK and a member 

of the Aryan Nations since 1984, manages the day-to-day 

operations with enthusiasm. 


Aryan Nations has been mentioned prominently in connection 
with one of the incidents that militia groups cite as evidence 
of a government conspiracy against the citizenry - the 1992 
Randy Weaver confrontation in northern Idaho. Weaver, a white 
Supremacist who had reportedly visited the Aryan Nations 
compound in the past, resisted an effort by Federal agents to 
arrest him at his remote cabin for alleged weapons violations. 
Weaver's wife and son were killed during the stand-off, along 
with a deputy U.S; marshall. During the seige, groups of Aryan 
Nations supporters, in addition to Skinheads and other 
neo-Nazis, rallied in support of Weaver near his cabin. 


The post of successor to Butler remains vacant. It is 
believed, however, that Louis Beam, who has been touted in the 
past as Butler's heir apparent, may step in to fill that void. 
Beam, who was David Duke's Texas KKK Grand Dragon in the 
1970s, has served as the Aryan Nations Ambassador-at-Large. He 
recently purchased property in the northern Idaho panhandle 
not far from the Aryan Nations headquarters at Hayden Lake. He 
recently attended a gun rights rally whose sponsoring group, 
reports the Spokane  Spokesman-Review ነ includes militia 
members and sympathizers, and was at the most recent Aryan 
Nations congress. Further, he has lately written in support of 
"leaderless resistance" - strategy that calls for the 
formation of autonomous cells organized around ideology, not 
leaders, so as to be better able to carry out actions against 
their enemies with reduced risk of infiltration.

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Paranoia as Patriotism: 
Far-Right Influences on the Militia Movement 





Louis R. Beam 


Sometime Klansman and neo-Nazi Louis R. Beam has been a leading advocate of anti-government 
sedition and various forms of "Aryan" violence for more than a quarter of a century. 


In 1968, Beam joined Robert Shelton's United Klans of America (UKA) and in 1976 switched to David 
Duke's Knights of the KKK. His chief responsibility in the Klans was to instruct the "knights" in 
guerrilla warfare. 


In 1981, Beam became "Ambassador-at-Large" for Aryan Nations, a violence-prone, Nazi-like hate 
group headquartered in Idaho. Beam has been touted as a possible successor to the organizations 
77-year-old leader, Richard Butler. He has built a computer network for the group, featuring an 
assassination "point system" through which a participant could be designated an "Aryan Warrior" based 
on the importance of the politician, civil rights leader, police officer, or minority group member that he 
managed to kill. | : 

In 1983, Beam told a crowd: "I'm here to tell you that if we can't have this country, as far as I'm 
concerned, no one gets it. The guns are cocked, the bullets are in the chamber. ... We're going to fight 
and live or we're going to die soon." His philosophical watchword, reported stated in a 1970s terror 
campaign against Vietnamese fisherman [sic] in Texas, is "Where ballots fail, bullets will prevail." 


In April 1987, Beam and 11 other extremists were indicted in Arkansas on charges involving conspiracy 
to overthrow the government. Before the indictment was issued, Beam fled to Mexico, where he was 
arrested after a shootout and returned for trial. A jury later acquitted Beam and ከ15 codefendants on 811 
charges. | 


In February 1992, Beam issued in his quarterly publication, The Seditionist, an appeal for a concept 
called "leaderless resistance," described as an alternative to the "leadership" structure in "underground" 
groups. In this alternative, activity is autonomous, organized around ideology rather than leaders. 16 is 
explained as a system for keeping secret the plans of terrorist assaults against the Government, known 
only to a few individuals in small leaderless cells in order to prevent leaks or infiltration. The concept 
was fathered in 1962 by Col. Ulius Amoss, the founder of an anti-Communist organization, International 
Services of Information, Inc., who feared a Communist takeover of America. (Interestingly, this is also 
the organizational pattern employed by some foreign terrorist groups.) 


With Soviet Communism no longer a threat, Beam wrote that "thé purpose of Leaderless Resistance is to 
defeat state tyranny." He added: "Like the fog which forms when conditions are right and disappears 
when they are not, so must the resistance to tyranny be." 


Beam recently attended a gun rights rally whose sponsoring group, according to the Spokane 
Spokesman-Review, includes militia members and sympathizers. He also attended the most recent Aryan 
Nations World Congress, and in 1995 purchased property riot far from that organization's northern Idaho 
compound.(Anti-Defamation League, 33-34) 
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Louis R. Beam, 36, former Texas Grand Dragon of the Alabama-based Knights of the Ku Klux KLan, 
has been active in recent years with "Minister" Richard Butler's anti-Semitic, white supremacist 
organization, Aryan Nations, headquartered in Hayden Lake, Idaho. Beam has recruited and trained Klan 
members in paramilitary camps in east Texas. Stridently anti-Semitic, Beam has also promoted racism 
and violence against Jews, Blacks, Hispanics, and Asians since his early days with the Klan. Before 
joining the Klan, Beam lived in Lake Jackson, a town south of Houston, Texas, where he attended an 
all-white school. According to a childhood friend, he was "very much against blacks." After serving in 
the armed forces in Vietnam he returned to his home town where he joined the Texas branch of Robert 
Shelton's United Klans of America under the leadership of Texas Grand Dragon Frank Converse. 





In 1976, Beam apparently switched his allegiance from the UKA to David Duke's newly formed Knights 
ofthe Ku Klux Klan and subsequently became the Texas Grand Titan of that group. As Grand Titan, 
Beam was also involved in Klan recruitment of members of the armed forces. 


During 1978 and 1979, Beam played a major role in the recruitment of Army persorinel at Fort Hood in 
Texas. In the summer of 1979, Louis Beam and David Duke spoke at a Klan rally in Euless, Texas, 
where they were guardéd by newly recrüited Klansmen from Fort Hood, dressed in military-style 
fatigues and armed with rifles, pistols, and bayonets. A Pentagon official responded to the question of 
Klan recruitment in the Armed Forces by stating that "service regulations now restrict the distribution of 
literature on military reservations and provide Commanders with the authority to place 'off-limits' 
sanctions ori any facility in the surrounding civilian community which adversely affects the health, 
welfare or morale of the troops." During the late 1970s, Beam, who had been promoted by-Duke to 
Grand Dragon of the Texas KKK, instructed Klansmen in guerrilla warfare at Anhuac, one of several 
Klan military encampments in rural east Texas. (Anhuac was temporarily shut down in 1980 because of 
the publicity it received.) During this period Beam.became a member of the paramilitary arm of the Ku 
Klux Klan in Texas called the "Texas Emergency Reserve" which included in its ranks members of the 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan and another small group, the Original Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. 


Beam also promoted bigotry and violence against Vietnamese refugee shrimp fishermen in Texas. In 
1981, Beam presided at a Klan rally near Santa Fe in support of Galveston Bay fishermen involved in 
fishing rights disputes with Vietnamese shrimpers. During the rally, Beam and other Klansmen, armed 
with rifles and shotguns, set firé to a cross, Beam then raised his hand in a Nazi salute and shouted, 
"White Power!--We will fight." Several weeks later a local Houston radio station reported that Beam had 
invited some fifty Texas fishermen to participate in military training exercises with Klansmen. The 
Texas Klan also harassed Vietnamese families residing on the Bay. In the spring, the Vietnamese ` : 
Fishermen's Association filed suit in federal court to prohibit the Klan from operating paramilitary 
training camps in Texas. The court ruled in favor of the Vietnamese fishermen. Beam resigned in the 
summer of 1981 as Texas Grand Dragon of the KKK, the Klan faction that had been headed by Don 
Black since the departure of Duke in 1980. That summer Beam was also convicted of using government 
ሠ in Fort Worth for a military training exercise without a permit and was placed on six months 
probation. 


Recently, the "Aryan Nations Newsletter" carried messages from Beam in which he praised Aryan 
Nations and encouraged his old followers in the Klan to write for their literature. Beam, recently named 
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Aryan Nations Ambassador-at-Large, has also stated in the "Newsletter" that Aryan Nations "is making 
the tapes" of Beam's anti-Semitic radio broadcasts and speeches available for sale to Ku Klux Klan 
Supporters. Beam has recently described himself as the operator of a business promoting "survival" and 
camping materials in the Hayden Lake, Idaho area. ۱ 


Beam is currently living in Idaho and still active in the KKK.

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If citizens of this country ever again enjoy the blessings of liberty and true freedom, it will not be the 
result of a majority of its citizens having risen up in righteous indignation at govenmental abuse of 
themselves and their culture. If a restoration of the Constitution of our forebearers occurs - with all that 
this implies - it will probably not be because a plurality of citizens fought for it, supported it, or cared 
one way or another. If lawful government is reestablished it will come about because a revolutionary 
majority makes it happen. 


Within the American historical experience a revolutionary maj ority may be defined as any number of 
citizens sufficient to initiate general hostilities against a destructive government. 


The American Revolution of 1776 defines the term, sets the precedent and provides the example for 
patriots of today. 


Throughout most of the Revolutionary War, those patriots who were seeking to overthrow the 
government lacked support of over two-thirds of their fellow citizens. John Adams, one of the "radicals" 
in favor of the Revolution and who was later to become the second President of tlie United States, stated 
that depending on how the war was going, those fighting for freedom had the opposition of from a third 
to two thirds of the people. Others like Pennsylvania delegate to the Continental Congress Joseph 
Galloway was sure that four-fifths of the people "were or wanted to be, loyal to the King." (Galloway 
eventually sided with the Loyalists, as those who supported the King's government were called.) Colonel 
London Carter, a member of the Virginia aristocracy and a strong patriot, stated in his diary in March of 
1776 (but a bare three months before the signing of the Declaration of Independence) that an observer of 
events in the Northern colonies was sure "nine-tenths of the people are violently against it" 
(independence). 


The exact number of "the friends of government", as the patriots disparingly refered to those who 
opposed the Revolution, cannot be stated with accuracy. As John Adams indicated, the number was in a 
constant state of flux, depending on political events and who was winning in the armed conflict. One 
thing is certain, however; the American Revolution was anything but a broad-based popular uprising of a 
disaffected people. Rather, it was a very unpopular rebellion of a politically radical minority who, 
because they posessed a clear understanding of the rights of man coupled with a deep concern for the 
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state of relative personal freedom, were able to perceive the shackles of tyranny prior to their being 
presented for fastening. This discernment of tyranny at a distance not only set them apart:from their 
fellow man but constrained them to rebel. 


Ihe radical political leaders of the Revolution such as John Adams, Samuel Adams, Patrick Henry, 
Benjamin Franklin, Thomas Jefferson, George Washington, Richard Henry Lee, John Hancock, and 
Joseph Warren, to name but a few of the more well known, had to conduct their struggle for freedom in 
the face of disapprobation and rejection by their peers before the time of actual armed conflict, and after 
its commencement to charges and cries of "incendiaries and traitors." Indeed "the friends of 
government" knew little restraint when it came to condemning the Republic's Founders. The Loyalists 
called Washington, among other things; a liar, perjurer, murderer, blasphemer, criminal, traitor, patron 
of villainy, and a villain's chief. The other Founders faired little better and were variously refered to as 
being dregs, illiberal (sic!) and violent men, dispicable wretches, bandits, rude, and depraved. While thus 
labeled by "respectable citizens," these men led the country toward rebellion. 


Correspondingly, the Founders had an analogous movement among the common people which, although 
the objective of overthrowing the government was the same, the méthods. were those resorted to by 
people in every age when faced with overpowering force of all-powerful government, namely, mob 
action, riots, uprisings, midnight forays, and harassment, intimidation, or terroristic acts directed against 
governmental supporters. All ofthese and other acts came under the single heading of patriotism so far 
as their perpetrators were concerned. ን ۱ 

After a review of non-battlefield hostilities, it becomes apparent that the American Revolution was won 
more by mob action than by armed conflict! Thus, any idea that the Revolution was won in an ordeal of 
battle is out of place in view of the facts. : 


During the entire length of the armed conflict from 1775 to 1781, the King's armies lost only 1,512 men. 
killed in battle; this seven-year, battle-death casuality rate was exceeded by Union forces at Cold: Harbor 
in 1864 during the first eight minutes of a single engagement. The King's armies had previously lost far 
larger numbers of men in the Seven Years War (French and Indian Wars) yet pressed on to victory. An 
adequate explanation then of the patriots’ final triumph over the government must be provided by other 
than a military victory. 


An answer, in great part, lies in the violence and vigilante action carried on by the patriots against the 
government and its supporters! Though most Americans today are familiar with the Boston Tea Party, 
few know much about the secret organization that conducted it, the Sons of Liberty. Led by Samuel ` 
Adams, John Hancock, Dr. Warren ("the greatest incendiary of them all"), and Paul Revere, they met in. 
secret, dressed in disguises, and carried out vigilante actions under the cover of darkness. This 
revolutionary Ku Klux Klan was as much dreaded by "the friends of government" as its ideological 
offspring, the Klan, ever was by unruly Blacks. The Sons of Liberty and other similar groups were 


responsible, during the course of the conflict for independence, for causing tens of thousands of Loyalist 


to flee the country (the Klan was usually satisfied with merely running undesirables out of the county). 


The means were simple and effective. Terror and intimidation were directed against the Loyalists. 
Methods used to create these twin scourges of "the friends of government" included, but were not 
limited to, whippings, coats of tar and feathers, banishment, church burnings (if run by a Loyalist 


preacher or used for a Loyalist meeting place), confiscation of property, and whereever deemed || مور د ددد‎ 


necessary - death of any one of several reliable methods. 


Other patriotic groups of a sy formed throughout the thirteen colonies to carry on a relentless persecution 
of "the friends of government." Each organization operated independently of the other though often 
exchanged information on Loyalists. 


Often these ad hoc associations went by the name of "Committees of Public Safety," though the name as 
well as the tactics employed varied from place to place. Thus in the colony of New York, the patriots 
bluntly called themselves "the oppressors of the friends of government" and stated proudly that they 
tarred and feathered governmental supporters with the "decorum that ought to be preserved in public 
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punishments." Boston had its mysterious "Joyce Junior" who led a group of Knight Riders and enforcers 
who saw to it that those who did not display the necessary revolutionary mentality were properly 
punished. The rebel Continental Congress established "associations," whose purpose was to locate the 
Loyalists and turn their names over to the local vigilante to be dealt within the manner they deemed 
proper. In every colony, if the accusation was one of giving information to government agents, the 
traitor to liberty was hanged by the neck or dealt with in some other terminally appropriate manner. 


Even religious leaders were not exempt from the patriotic purges that cleansed away supporters of the 
king. Preachers who failed to support the cause of liberty (or who had forgotten that David slew Goliath 
rather than turning the other cheek) were run out of town on a rail in the glowing light of the flames 
from their quickly disappearing church. This was considered leniency, others were forced to flee to 
England or Canada in fear of their lives. 


By the end of the conflict in 1781, for every government Red-Coat killed on the battlefield, seventy 
Loyalists had been driven from their homes and forced to settle in England or Canada, totaling over one 
hundred thousand people. 


The government and its "friends" accused the revolutionary freedom fighters (whom they often called 
"the Sons of Anarchy") of "committing the most shocking outrages" and of "daily invasions upon private 
property" while led by inen who were "well known incendiaries and traitors," whose chief purpose in 

life was to commit "crimes against the Constitutional authority of the State" (historically, government's 
which have oppressed and abused their citizens justify their actions based on the "law" or 

"Constitutional authority"). 


No doubt, had the effort to overthrow the government been unsuccessful, the Founding Fathers and their 
citizen supporters would have been hanged by "the friends of government," as the very worst sort of 
traitors and terrorists. 


In summary of the American Revolution, while Washington's determined and skillful leadership of the 
army, no doubt made victory possible, it did not assure it. The Spirit of '76 - a massive campaign of 
terror directed by patriotic citizens against all those who supported the goverment was the deciding 
factor that brought freedom to America. 


American Constitutional liberty was born in mob pressure, fostered by secret societies, nurtured during 
seven years of intimidating violence, and institutionalized at the expense of well over a hundred 
thousand people. With this American history in mind, one who is faithful to the ideas of the Founding 
Fathers of this nation can have nothing but contempt and suspicion of the motives (or ignorance) of 
those people both within and without the government who would condemn citizens of today "for taking 
the law into their own hands" in defense of their rights. 


Had those who desired liberty in 1776 waited until a numerical majority of their fellow citizens were 
ready to "wake-up" (as the saying is today) to fight for the overthrow of the government, or had they 
hesitated in the use of "illegal" force and violence (force and violence are never legal except when used. 
by those in power) against their governmintal enemies, they would have all died in their old age as - 
law-abiding subjects of the King - minus their freedom. 


Patriots of 1775 considered the sympathies of less than a third of the people sufficient to begin general . — - 
hostilities against their oppressors. Herein lies the historical context of the American revolutionary 

majority. It has been wisely said that those who do not know and understand history can repeat its 

successes. 


In America today, the manacles of slavery and destruction once forged in London by the King are now 
forged in Washington. Acts of tyranny are carried out in the name of the federal government rather than 
in the name of the Throne. The vicious enforcers of dictatorial policies often call themselves F.B.I. or 
L.R.S. agents instead of his Royal Majesty's troops or tax collectors of the Realm. Substituting for the 
Redcoats of the British are the "bluecoats" of the bureaucrats and in far greater numbers. Though 
babblings for "the divine rights" of kings to rule have ceased, modern fools prattle of "democratic 
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majorities" coniposed of an illiterate electorate enfranchised for the purpose of dispossessing the 
descendents of the Founders. While different in nomenclature the end results are exactly the same - the 
dark, cold, tight chains of slavery. 


Å numerical majority of today's citizens cannot read these footprints of tyranny nor understand where 
they lead. In this they åre no different than their counterparts of 200 years ago. Modern governments 
have mass communications to subtly guide the thinking of their subjects; thus is seen the phenomenon of 
today's citizen rushing forth to place the cuffs of bondage upon his own wrist by irrationally clamoring 
(as he has been indoctrinated) for more laws and government to solve problems created by an excess of 
both. This mental inversion, whereby the citizen willfully aids in efforts to subjugate himself, is of no 
small import for those who treasure their liberty. The implications are many, but the consequences could 
be singular: a governmentally programed democratic majority may, as they dance along.to mental tunes 
played by an electronic band of orchestrated communication, gleefully drag down (with their 
self-fastened chains) everyone else in the black hole of oblivion. 


Only one thing seems capable of closing the yawning. mouth of the pit and that is the formation of a new 
revolutionary majority coupled with resurrection of the Spirit of '76. Anything short of this seems certain 
to pass on to today's children an increasingly. difficult task of freeing themselves from transistorized 
chains of governmental control. Such a legacy is the bequeathal of cowards, not free men. 


The first American Revolutionists accused-those who ruled them of excessive taxation, interference with ` 
property rights, illegal search and seizure, not protecting the citizens from incursions by several ' 
thousand Indians, policies destructive of the general welfare, and "altering fundamentally the form of our 
government," among other things. 


Today the federal government taxes its subjects for forty percent of their income, instead of the three 
percent (less than a dollar twenty a year) tax of the King; interferes with the ownership and use of 
virtually every description of property; authorizes everything from game wardens to I.R.S. agents to 
search, arrest, or seize property without a warrant. It allows fifteen million aliens to illegally cross its 
borders in less than a ten-year period; ánd conducts a policy of systematic extermination of its young 


men through no-win wars, and subjects the Founders' children to enforced equality. Each of the acts, 


individually amounts to altering fundamentally the form and purpose for which the federal government 
was created: Taken as a whole, they are a cry for - nay - a demand for, a new campaign of terror 
conducted against the government and its friends in the great American tradition of 1776. 


An-examination of the depth and magnitude of policies fostered by federal rulers detrimental to the 
people of present day America make the abuses of the English King's government pale into 
insignificance. One thing is clear; comparison of the criminal acts of thé two governments makes those 
who value their liberty and freedom long for the bitter days of English despotism. 


While there are many similarities between the first American Revolution and the second (coming soon at 
a place near you), there are also significant differences. 


The first and paramount dissimilarity is that while our heroic Forefathers fought to overthrow their 


legally constituted government and were thus revolutionaries in the truest sense of thé word, those who 


seek to break the quickly tightening bands of servitude today war against an illegal government that _ 
imposes itself upon the people under the color of the law. By the Washington regime's disobedience to 
and violation of the bonds of the Constitution, established by the Founders of this country; it has made 
of itself an unlawful body with no more right to govern the American people than has the present Queen. 
of England. That the government survives despite the crimes it has committed is explainable only 
because the atrocities it systematically imposes are papered over with a veneer of legality. Propaganda 
that numbs the mind keeps people from rising against those who abuse them. 


There is no law in this country - other than power, which currently rests with the Pirates of the Potomac, 


who pose as our lawful government while using over powering force to quell those who resist their 
destructive policies. The Constitutional Revolutionist of today is actually fighting for a transfer of power 
from those who can make no legitimate claim to power, to those who inherently hold it as a natural right 
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- the lawful citizens of this country. 


Another salient difference between the first American Revolution and the second is the contrast between 
the quality of the people of then and now. Our ancestors were strong men, who stated often that they 
were resolved "to die as free men rather than live as slaves." They were conditioned to doing their own 
thinking while at the same time ever holding before themselves the guiding lights of honor and duty. 


Today, raised in the lap of luxury, many people gladly exchange their freedom for the right to 
accumulate material possessions. Not one person in fifty can truthfully state that his opinions are the 
result of independent research rather than the mindless acquisition of pre-programmed "opinions" 
obtained by indulging in endless hours of obeisant T.V. watching (that modern day golden calf of those 
lost in the mental wilderness). Further, most Americans do not know the meanings nor values of honor 
and duty, the two great concepts of higher man. 


It is quite clear that the virtue of the present generation has declined to such a miserable degree that most 
people will never voluntarily help to make themselves.free. Consequently they will have to be made to 
make themselves free. 


A great objective of revolutionary majorities is that of thrusting freedom upon those who are too weak to 
make themselves free while providing its blessings for the stronger, more noble elements of the race. 
This is done in the firm belief-that under sound government, future generations will be naturally healthy 
in mind and spirit. The revolutionary patriot benignantly grants freedon to others while establishing 
framework that will allow posterity to be both free and strong. Other than the "great commission" of the 
Lord, no calling is as exalted or as honorable. These two significant differences - one of law, one of 
character - between the first struggle for freedom ånd the present one is deserving of substantial thought 
and analysis by those capable of so doing. Consider what type of self-preserving behavior can be 
expected from a government that already wades to its knees in the blood of young men deliberately 
sacrificed to the false god of Internationalism. Were the government really intent.on opposing 
Communism, it would start a war in Washington and work its way to Vietnam. What behaviour can be 
expected from a people who willingly pass their sons through the fire to be consumed? Each of these 


` concepts deserve most careful examination. 


Opposing the federal purveyors of mass murder and the "the friends of government" who make such 
perfidy possible are men who trace their political lineage to times of Magna Carta, and-who are mental 
as well as physical descendents of the Founding Fathers. They believe, as did their forebearers, that 
government 15 a social contract entered into by people of a similar mind for their mutual benefit. This 
agency created by the people can only, legitimately, be their servant - never their master. Further, it 
cannot possess lawful authority to deprive those who create it (or their heirs) of natural rights. In normal 
times men who arrayed themselves against the criminal acís of government would be called 
Constitutionalists, but "these are the times that try mens souls" as well as test their courage. Thus 
contemporary patriots become known as Constitutional Revolutionists determined to overthrow every 
vestige of unlawful government doing so with a firm belief that honor demands and duty requires the 
reestablishment of the law of their fathers. 


It can be realized then, that those who remain guilty of loyalty to the present illegal government in the 
District of Columbia are chargeable with treason to the Constitution of the United States and deserving 


the same fate of their-historical predecessors who, in the name of the King, trampled upon sacred rights - 
of Englishmen in 1776. | 


Tt should be stated in their defense, however, that most of those who are participants in this odious 


transgression against the good of our noble forebearers do so in complete ignorance of the law. Having. 
obtained ninety-five percent of their misinformation from government licensed T.V. and the remaining 
five percent from conversations with others who are also completely maladroit at obtaining facts on their 
own, they are victims of methodical thought control which began during their childhood and has been 
continued at a subliminal level throughout their lives. 


Though no doubt the maxim "ignorance of the law is no excuse for its violation" makes these people 
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criminals, the mitigating circumstances of their lawlessness should be considered by those who are 
seeking to reestablish lawful rule in this country. 


A period of grace, commensurable with what the struggle will allow, is in order, thus providing the 
present supporters of unlawful government an opportunity to defect as they became cognizant of the law. 


By this fraternal act to the erring members of our race we serve not only the interest of justice but, at 
whatever point in time the grace period is of necessity terminiated, all excuse for collaboration with the 
enemy will have been removed. Having held long aloft the olive branch of peace and forgiveness, no just 
complaint can be made by those who failed to avail themselves of it, when with the other. hand, the 
terrible swift sword of vindication falls upon their necks. 


Even after the patriots of today have invoked "the Sprit of '76," and have successfully dammed the 
Mississippi with rotting corpses of the lying politicians, criminal bureaucrats, racial tratiors, 

communists, assorted degenerates, cultural distorters, and those who resist the implementation of lawful 
Constitutional government, these patriots will have exhibited far more restraint and benevolence than the 
present government of the United States. For while Constitutionalists of today war against those guilty 
of the most heinous crimes upon our people, usurpers in Washington destroy in mind and wherever 
possible the bodies of those guilty of nothing more than having white skin. 


Coalescing within America today is a second revolutionary majority whose members in the spirit of their 
forebearers are resolved to die as free men rather than to live as slaves. Like their noble ancestors, 
today's revolutionary majority must fight for the children of carping critics just as fiercely as for their 
own families.

Tom Metzger, a 54-year-old television repairman from Fallbrook, 
California, may be America's most notorious hatemonger. His nearly 
30-year career in the radical right has included affiliation with 
the John Birch Society in the 1960s, the Ku Klux Klan in the 1970s, 
and his own organization, White Aryan Resistance (WAR), during the 
80s and 90s. On October 23, 1990, an Oregon jury rendered a $12.5 
million judgment. against Metzger and his son, John, for their role 
in inciting neo-Nazi skinheads to murder Mulugeta Seraw, an 
Ethiopian immigrant, in Portland two years earlier. 


The Portland Trial 


On the night of November 12, 1988, a neo-Nazi skinhead gang in 

Portland called the East Side White Pride attacked three Ethiopian 

immigrants with a baseball bat and steel-toed boots; Seraw was 

killed. Investigation into the murder revealed links between the 

skinheads ~ three of whom were convicted of murder - and Metzger's 

White Aryan Resistance. 
| 
| 


Crucial among these links was a letter to the skinheads signed by 
Metzger, which stated in part: "Soon you will meet Dave Mazzella, 

our national vice-president, who will be in Portland to teach you 

how we operate and to help you understand more about WAR...." Among 
the operations Mazella taught the Portland gang was attacking people 
of color. Mazzella later explained: "Tom Metzger said the only way 

to get respect from skinheads is to teach them how to commit 
violence against Blacks, against Jews, Hispanics, any minority. The 
word will spread and they'll know our group is one you can respect." 


Mazzella, who was not charged in connection with the murder, later 
decideed to renounce his racist past and his ties to the Metzgers. 
He did So by contacting ADL; he later revealed that while a WAR 
member, he had cased the League's Los Angeles office several times, 
planning to blow it up. Mazella became a key witness in the civil 
lawsuit brought on behalf of Seraw's family by the Southern Poverty 
Law Center (SPLC) and ADL.* 


The jury awarded the Seraw family $12.5 million, distributed as 
follows: WAR, $5 million; Tom Metzger, $3 million; his son. John, $4 
million; and two of the murderers, $500,000. Upheld on appeal on 
April 20, 1993, this judgment is one of the largest civil verdicts 
of its kind in U.S. history. ۰ 


A Genealogy of Hatred 
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Metzger, an Indiana native, moved to Southern California in 1961 to 
work in the electronics field. By the mid 1970s, he had joined David 
Duke's Louisiana-based Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, eventually 
becoming "Grand Dragon" of its California branch, one of the largest 
and most violent groups in the organization. Also in 1975, Metzger 
was ordained a "minister" in the Louisiana-based New Christian 
Crusade Church, an "Identity" group led by James K. Warner, a 
veteran of the American Nazi Party also associated with Duke.** 


A Foray Into Politics 


In the fall of 1980, Metzger was the surprise winner of a California 
Congressional primary. In the November general election, the Klan 
leader faced incumbent Rep. Clair Burgener, who defeated Metzger by 
a margin of over 210,000 votes (88$ to 12%). Metzger soon left the 
California Klan and formed the White American Political Association, 
the forerunner of WAR. 


Next Metzger ran in a primary for the U.S. Senate from Càlifornia in 
1982, and received 75,593 votes - roughly 2.8$ of the total cast. 
Following this defeat, Metzger's organization adopted its current 
name; the change from a "Political Association" to an "Aryan : 
Resistance" group reflected a shift toward more openly violent, 
totalitarian rhetoric. 


A Family Affair 


Metzger now found a receptive audience among a newer segment of the 


extremist underworld - the neo-Nazi skinheads. Metzger's outreach to 
the skinheads has been largely orchestrated by his son John, who has 
Served as nominal head of WAR Youth (previously known as the Aryan 
Youth Movement and the White Student Union). 


The recuiting effort involved appearances. by Tom and John Metzger on 
radio and TV talk shows. One such appearance, a November 1988 5 
segment of the "Geraldo Rivera Show," led to an onstage brawl in 
which Rivera's nose was broken by a flying chair. 


Sensing the publicity and recruitment benefits of television f 
exposure, the Metzgers had begun their own public access TV series, 
"Race and Reason," in 1983. The show now claims distribution in 49 
markets in 13 states. 


The Aryan Women's League 


Another skinhead outreach program operating under the WAR umbrella 

is the Aryan Women's League (AWL), ostensibly led by Metzger's 

daughter, Lynn. A 1989 editorial in White Aryan Resistance's 

publication, WAR, described the women's auxiliary by stating: "The 

A.W.L. is trying to recruit White racially concious women to battle 

the Jew/mud/Zombie/Mutant, degenerate, lesbos...This Jew-dyke 

conspiracy..; has to stop as it is the jews' [sic] most vicious = 
campaign against us yet..." 


Telephone Bulletins 


Ad additional propaganda outlet for WAR is a taped telephone call-in 
line (updated every few days). These messages are, of course, 
replete with Metzger's familiar hatemongering; moreover, they often 
offer news about skinhead gangs affiliated with WAR, as well as 
predicatble tirades against rival hate group leaders and Metzger's 
legal adversaries, ADL and SPLC. | 


In response to the 1992 Los Angeles riots, Metzger also used the 
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telephone hotline to express a perverse solidarity with the looters: 
"The courts and the police along with our keepers in Washington are 
corrupt to the core...Any attack on that system that weakens Big 
Brother is fine with white separatists...Too bad they didn't take 
out City Hall and the Federal Building." | 


After the Oregon Verdict 


Further legal troubles befell Metzger in late 1991 when he was 
brought up on misdemeanor charges of unlawful assembly for his role 
in a 1983 cross-burning incident in Los Angeles. Found guilty, his 
Sentence was commuted after serving 46 days so that Metzger could 
attend to his ailing wife, Kathleen, who died in March 1992. 


As a result of this conviction, Metzger was ordered not to leave the 
country without permission. Nonetheless, he was deported from Canada 
in July 1992 after attempting to attend a rally of the extremist 
Heritage Front in Toronto. 


Since the Portland decision, Metzger's assets - including his home - 
have been seized to help compensate the Seraw family. Although it is 
unlikely that Metzger will ever fully pay his portion of the $12.5 
million judgment, all subsequent revenues have been accounted for ۰ 
through court supervision so that a substantial percentage of WAR's 
profits have gone toward this penalty. Yet Metzger's hotlines and 
publications continue to generate support. Given his track record of 
hatred and violence, his continuing presence on the extremist scene 
remains cause for concern. 


* The League was responsible for introducing another key item of 
evidence which demonstrated Metzger's advocacy of violence - a 
photograph of Metzger with an AK-47, instructing a group of racist 
skinheads in the desert.

Winter is harsh in western Montana. Short days, bitter cold and heavy snows enforce the isolation of the 
small towns and lonely ranches scattered among the broad river valleys and high peaks of the Northern 
Rockies. But in February 1994 - the dead of winter - a wave of fear and paranoia strong enough to 
persuade Montanans to brave the, elements swept through the region. Hundreds of people poured into 
meetings in small towns to hear tales of mysterious black helicopters sighted throughout the United 
States and foreign military equipment moving via rail and flatbed truck across the country, in 
preparation for an invasion by a hostile federal government aided by U.N. troops seeking to impose a 
New World Order. 


In Hamilton (pop. 1,700), at the base of the Bitterroot Mountains dividing Idaho and Montana, 
250 people showed up; 200 more gathered in Eureka (pop. 1,000), ten miles from the Canadian 
border. And 800 people met in Kalispell, at the foot of Glacier National Park. Meeting. 
organizers encouraged their audiences to form citizens' militias to protect themselves from the 
impending military threat.1

Most often, John Trochmann, a wiry, white-haired man in his fifties, led the meetings. Trochmann lives 
near the Idaho border in Noxon (pop. 270), a townwell-suited for strategic defense. A one-lane bridge ۱ 
over the Clark Fork River is the only means of access, and a wall of mountains behind the town makes it 
a natural fortress against invasion. From this bastion, Trochmann, his brother David, and his nephew 
Randy run the Militia of Montana (MOM), a publicity-seeking outfit that has organized "militia support 
groups"2 and pumped out an'array of written and taped tales of a sinister global conspiracy controlling 


the U.S. government. MOM also proides "how to" materials for organizing citizens' militias to meet this 
dark threat. 


Militia Mania 


It is difficult to judge from attendance at public meetings how many militias and militia members there 
might be in Montana, or if, as is widely rumored, they are conducting military training and exercises. 
The same applies across the country; there is little hard information on how many are involved or what 
they are actually doing. 


But the Trochmanns are clearly not alone in raising fears about the federal government nor in sounding 
the call to arms. By January, movement watchers had identified militia activity 1n at least 40 states, with 


a conservatively estimated hard-core membership of at least 10,000 - and growing.3 


The appearance of armed militias raises the level of tension in a region already at war over 
! environmental and land use issues. | 





: A threat explicitly tied to militias occurred in November 1994, at a public hearing in Everett, 
Washington. Two men approached Ellen Gray, an Audubon Society activist. According to Gray, one of- 
them, later identified as Darryl Lord, placed a hangma's noose on a nearby chair, saying, "This is a 
message for you." He also distributed cards with a picture of a hangman's noose that said, "Teason — 
Death" on one side, and "Eco fascists go home" on the other. The other man told Gray, "If we can't get 


you at the ballot box, we'll get you with a bullet. We have a militia of 10,000." In a written statement, 
Lord later denied making the threat, although he admitted bringing the hangman's noose to the meeting.2 


Militias, 'Patriots," and Angry White Guys 


As important as environmental issues are in the West, they are only part of what is driving the militia

movement. The militias have close ties to the older and more broadly based "Patriot" movement, from 
which they emerged, and which supplies their worldview. Accordingto Chip Berlet, an analyst at 
Political Research Associates in Cambridge, Massachusetts, who has been tracking the far right for over 
two decades, this movement consists of loosely linked organizations and individuals who.perceive a 
p conspiracy in which key political and economic events are manipulated by a small group of elite 
insiders. 


On the far right flank of the Patriot:movement are white supremacists and anti-Semites, who believe that 
the world is controlled by a cabal of Jewish bankers. This position is represented by, among others, the 
Liberty Lobby and its weekly newspaper, the Spotlight. At the other end of this relatively narrow 
spectrum is the John Birch Society, which has repeatedly repudiated anti- Semitism, but hews to its own 
paranoid vision. For the Birchers, it is not the'Rothschilds but such institutions as the Council on 


Foreign Relations, the Trilateral Commission, and the U.N. which secretly call the shots. 


This far-right milieu is:-home to a variety of movements, including Identity Christians, Constitutionalists, 
tax protesters, and remnants of the semi-secret Posse Comitatus. Members of the Christian right who 
subscribe to the conspiratorial world view presented in Pat Robertson's 1991 book, The New World 
Order, also fall within the movement's parameters.2 Berlet estimates that as many as five million 
Americans consider themselves Patriots. 


While the Patriot movement has long existed on the margins of U.S. society, it has grown markedly in 
recent years.2 Three factors have sparked that growth. 


One is the end of the Cold War. For over 40 years, the "international communist conspiracy" held 
plot-minded Americans in thrall. But with the collapse of the Soviet empire, their search for enemies 
turned toward the federal government, long an object of simmering resentment. 


The other factors are economic and social. While the Patriot movement provides a pool of potential 
recruits for the militias, it in turn draws its members from a large and growing number of U.S. citizens 
disaffected from and alienated by a government that seems indifferent, if not hostile, to their interests. 
This predominantly white, male, and middle- and working-class sector has been buffeted by global 
economic restructuring, with its attendant job losses, declining real wages and social dislocations. While 
under economic stress, this sector has also seen its traditional privileges and status challenged by 
1960s-style social movements, such as feminism, minority rights, and environmentalism. 


someone must be to blame. But in the current political context, serious progressive analysis is virtually 
invisible, while the Patriot movement provides plenty of answers. Unfortunately, they are dangerously 
wrong-headed ones.10 


Ruby Ridge and Waco

Two recent events inflamed Patriot passions ur any the formation of the militias. The first was 


Key promoters of the militia movement repeatedly invoke Ruby Ridge and Waco as spurs to the 
formation of militias to defend the citizenry against a hostile federal government. 


The sense of foreboding and resentment of the federal government was compounded by the passage of 
the Brady Bill (imposing a waiting period and background checks for the purchase of a handgun) 
followed by the Crime Bill (banning the sale of certain types of assault rifles). For some members of the 
Patriot movement, these laws are the federal government's first step in disarming the citizenry, to be 


followed by the much dreaded United Nations invasion and the imposition of the New World Order.12 


But while raising apocalyptic fears among Patriots, gun control legislation also angered more 
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mainstream gun owners. Some have become newly receptive to conspiracy theorists and militia 


recruiters, who justify taking such a radical step with the:Second Amendment: 


"A well-regulated Militia, being necessary to the security of a free State, the right of the 
people to keep and bear Arms, shall not be infringed." 


Right-wing organizers have long used the amendment to justify the creation of armed formations. The 
Ku Klux Klan began as a militia movement, and the militia idea has continued to circulate in white 
supremacist circles. It has also spread within the Christian right. In the early 1990s, the Coalition on 
Revival, an influential national Christian right networking organization, circulated a 24-plank action 
plan. It advocated the formation of "a countywide 'well-regulated militia' according to:the U.S. 


Constitution under the control of the county sheriff and Board of Supervisors." 13. 


Like the larger Patriot. movement, the militias vary in membership and ideology. In the East, they appear 
closer to the John Birch Society. In New Hampshire, for example, the 15-member Constitution Defense 
Militia reportedly embraces garden variety U.N conspiracy fantàsies and lobbies against gun control 

fes. 4 
measures. : 


In the Midwest, some militias have close ties to the Christian right, particularly the radical wing of the 
anti-abortion movement. In Wisconsin, Matthew Trewhella, leader of Missionaries to the Preborn, has 


organized paramilitary training sessions for his churchmembers.!5 


And in Indianapolis, Linda Thompson, the self-appointed "Acting Adjutant General of the Unorganized 
Militia of the U.S.A.," called for an armed march on Washington last September to demand an 
investigation of the Waco siege. Although she canceled the march when no one responded, she remains 
an important militia promoter.16 While Thompson limits her tirades to U.S. law enforcement and the 
New World Order, her tactics have prompted the Birch Society to warn its members "to stay clear of her 
schemes."17 


Despites light variations in their motivations, the militias fit within the margins of the Patriot movement. 


And a récurring theme for all of them is a sense of deep frustration and resentment against the féderal 
government. 


Nowhere has that resentment been felt more deeply than in the Rocky Mountain West, a hotbed of such 
attitudes since the frontier era. The John Birch Society currently has a larger proportional membership in 
this region than in any other.18 Similarly, the Rocky: Mountain West is where anti-government 
presidential candidate Ross Perot ran strongest. 


And nowhere in the West is anti-goverrunent sentiment stronger than along the spine of wild mountains 
that divide the Idaho panhandle from Montana. In the last two decades, this pristine setting has become a 


Stomping ground for believers in Christian Identity, a religious doctrine that holds that whites are the 


true Israelites and that blacks and other people of color are subhuman ,'mud people". "12 


In the mid-1970s, Richard Butler, a neo-Nazi from California who is carrying out a self-described war 
against the "Zionist Occupational Government," or "ZOG," relocated to the Idaho panhandle town of 


"Hayden Lake to establish his Aryan Nations compound. He saw the Pacific Northwest, with its relatively. - 


low minority population,-as the region where God's kingdom could be established. Butler also believed 
that a racially pure nation needs an army.29 


Butler is aging, and his organization is mired in factional disputes. But he has helped generate a milieu 
in which militias can thrive. In May 1992, one of his neighbors and supporters, Eva Vail Lamb, formed 
the Idaho Organized Militia. During the same year, Lamb was also a key organizer for presidential 


candidate Bo Gritz (rhymes with "whites"), another key player in the militia movement 2l 


Bo Gritz and the Origins of the Militias 
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A former Green Beret, Ret. Lt. Col. Gritz is a would-be Rambo, having led several private missions to 
Southeast Asia to search for mythical U.S. POWs. He also has a lengthy Patriot pedigree. With well 
-documented ties to white supremacist leaders, he has asserted that the Federal Reserve is controlled by 
eight Jewish families.22 In 1988, he accepted the vice-presidential nomination of the Populist Party, an 
electoral amalgam of neo-Nazis, the Ku Klux Klan, and other racist and anti-Semitic organizations.23 
His running mate was ex-klansman David Duke. Gritz later disavowed any relationship with Duke, but 
in 1992, Gritz was back as,the Populist Party's candidate for president. 


He has emerged as a mentor for the militias. During the 1992 campaign, he encouraged his 


supporters to form militias,24 and played a key role in one of the events that eventually sparked - |] 
the militia movement, the federal assault on the Weaver family compound at Ruby Ridge, Idaho. 


In the mid-1980s, Randy Weaver, a machinist from Waterloo, Iowa, moved to Ruby Ridge in Boundary 
County, the northernmost county in the panhandle. A white supremacist who subscribed to 
anti-government conspiracy theories, he attended Richard Butler's Aryan Nations congresses at least 


e 


three times.22 And acting on the long-held far right notion that the county ought to be the supreme level 
of government, he even ran for sheriff of Boundary County. 


But in 1991, after being arrested on gun charges, Weaver failed to show up for trial and holed up in his 
mountain home. In August 1992, a belated federal marshals’ effort to arrest him led to a séige in which 
FBI snipers killed Weaver's wife and son, and Weaver associate Kevin Harris killed a federal marshal. 
Gritz appeared on the scene and interposed himself as a negotiator between the FBI and Weaver. He 
eventually convinced Weaver to surrender and end the 11-day standoff. The episode gave Gritz national 
publicity and made him a hero on the right.26 


He moved quickly to exploit both his new-found fame and the outrage generated by the Weaver killings. 
In February 1993, Gritz initiated his highly profitable SPIKE training - Specially Prepared Individuals 
for Key Events: The ten-part traveling program diaws on Gritz's Special Forces background and teaches 
a rigorous course on survival and paramilitary techniques. Gritz - who has already instructed hundreds of 
Christian Patriots in Oregon, Washington, Idaho, California, and elsewhere - recommends the training as 
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essential preparation for militia members.27 
MOM 


The Randy Weaver shootout also led directly to the formation of.the Trochmanns' Militia of Montana 
(MOM). In September 1992, during the Ruby Ridge standoff; John Trochmann helped found United 


Citizens for Justice (UC-J), a support group for his friend Weaver. Another steering committee member 


was Chris Temple, who writes regularly for the Jubilee, a leading Christian Identity publication. Temple 
also worked as a western Montana organizer for Gritz's presidential campaign. One of the earliest 
mailing lists used to promote MOM came from UCJ. 


But despite Trochmann's links to their adherents, white supremacist and Christian Identity rhetoric is 
conspicuously absent from MOM literature.28 Instead, Trochmann purveys the popular UN/New World ۰ 
Order conspiracy theory with an anti-corporate twist. The cabal, he claims, intends to reduce the world's 
population to two billion by the year 3000.22 


At public events, he cite news accounts, government documents and reports from his informal 
intelligence network. Trochmann also reports on the mysterious black helicopters and ties them to the 
U.N. takeover plot. In-one of his lectures, distributed on a MOM videotape, he uses as evidence a map 
found on the back of a Kix cereal box which divides the United States into ten regions, reflecting, he 


implies, an actual plan to divide and conquer the nation.30 


The Trochmanns give talks around the country and are part of a very effective alternative media network 
Which uses direct mail, faxes, videos, talk radio, TV, and even computers linked to the Internet to sustain 
its apocalyptic, paranoid world view.3l 
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The Trochmanns use all these venues to promote MOM materials, including an organizing manual, 


"Militia Support Group," which provides a model military structure for the militias and lays out MOM's 
aims: 


"The time has come to renew our commitment to high moral values and wrench the control 
of the government from the hands of the secular humanists and the self-indulging special 


interest groups including private corporations." 32 


It also reveals that MOM has recruited "Militia Support Groups" throughout the nation into its 
intelligence network, which provides MOM with a steady stream of information to feed into its 
conspiracy theories. Consequently, the Trochmanns were well aware when trouble was brewing in 
another remote corner of the West. 


The County Rule Movement 


In Catron County, New Mexico, the militia movement has converged with some other strands of the 
anti-govemment right to create a new challenge to federal power. Catron, located in the desolate 
southwest of New Mexico and with a population of less than 3,000 people, has been the site of a novel 
legal challenge to federal control of public lands. In what has become known as the County Rule 
movement, Catron was the first county to issue a direct legal challenge to the federal government over 
those lands. : 

It grew out of a conflict between local ranchers and federal land managers over federal grazing lands. 
County attorney James Catron, whose ancestors gave the county its name, joined forces with Wyoming. 
attorney Karen Budd, a long-time foe of environmental regulation33 to produce the Catron County i 
ordinances. These purport to give the county ultimate-authority over public lands - making it illegal for 
the U.S. Forest Service to regulate grazing, even on its own lands.34 


But such regulations also serve the interests of natural resource industries. Since it is relatively easy for 
those industries to control county governments, the ordinances provide them with a convenient end run 
around federal enviromnental laws and rules. The.Catron County legislation has since been disseminated 


throughout the West and recently into the Midwest.by the National Federal Lands Conference of 
Bountiful, Utah, which is pàrt of the anti-environmental Wise Use movement.35 


Over 100 counties in the West have passed similar legislation, despite the ordinances' shaky. legal 
foundations. The Boundary County, Idaho, ordinances have been overturned in state court, and federal 
court challenges to county rule legislation in Washington state are expected to succeed; the U.S. 


Supreme Court has consistently upheld federal government authority over federal lands.36 


Nevertheless, the county rule movement has succeeded in shifting the balance of power between the 
counties and the federal government, if through no other means than intimidation. In Catron County, the 
sheriff has threatened to arrest the head of the local Forest Service office. And the county also passed a 
resolution predicting "much physical violence" if the federal government persists in trying to implement 
grazing reform.37 | | 


In fact, a climate of hostility greets environmentalists throughout the West. Author David Helvarg writes 
that there have been hundreds of instances of harassment and physical violence in the last few years.38 - 
Sheila O'Donnell, a California-based private investigator who tracks harassment of environmentalists, 
concurs that intimidation is on the rise.32 


Catron County has been the scene of at least one such incident. Richard Manning, a local rancher, 
planned to open a mill at the Challenger mine, on Forest Service land in the Mogollon mountains. Forest 
Service and state regulators went to determine if toxic mine tailings are leaching into watercourses. 

According to several Forest Service and state officials, Manning threatened to meet any regulator with "a 


hundred men with rifles." Manning denies having made the threat. 49 
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Militias and the Power of the County 


The County Rule movement and the militias share an ideological kinship, revolving around the idea, 
long popular in far-right circles, that the county is the supreme level of government and the sheriff the 
highest elected official. 


"Posse Comitatus" - the name for a far-right, semi-secret anti-tax organization - literally means "the 
power of the county." A militia has formed in Catron County, quickly sparking an incident that — 
demonstrates the high level of paranoia in the area. Last September, two days after the militia held its 
first meeting, FBI and National Guard officials arrived in Catron County to search for the body 
|] of a person reportedly killed a year earlier in the nearby Mogollon mountains. Several militia 


members refused to believe the official explanation and fled their homes for the evening 41 


Catron County may be a bellwether: The county rule and militia movements are apparently converging. 
In October 1994, the monthly newsletter of the National Federal Lands Conference featured a lead 
article that explicitly called for the formation of militias. The article, which cited information provided 
by the Militia of Montana and pro-militia organizations in Idaho and Árizona, closed by saying: 


"At no time in our history since the colonies declared their independence from the long train 
of abuses of King George has our country needed a network of active militias across 
America to protect us from the monster we have allowed our federal government to become. 
Long live the Militia! Long live freedom! Long live government that fear [sic] the 
people!"42 


Smoke on the Horizon 


Such incendiary rhetoric, commonplace in the Patriot/Militia movement, makes an armed confrontation 
between the government and militia members seem increasingly likely. If past behavior is any guide, 
federal law enforcement agencies are all too ready to fight fire with fire. 


Obviously, militias do not pose a military threat to tlie federal government. But they do threaten 
democracy. Armed militias fueled by paranoid conspiracy theories could make the democratic process 
unworkable, and in some rural areas of the West, it is already undér siege. 


As ominously, the militias represent a smoldering right-wing populism with real and imagined 
grievances stoked by a politics of resentment and scapegoating -just a demagogue away from kindling 
an american fascist movement. 


The militia movement now is like a brush fire on a hot summer day, atop a high and dry mountain ridge 
on the Idaho panhandle. As anyone in the panhandle can tell you, those brush fires have a way of getting 
out of control.

The National Alliance is a small Washington-based neo-Hitlerian group which disseminates a sizable 
amount of propaganda through the neo-Nazi network in the U.S.. It originally sprang from the 1968 
Youth for Wallace movement as the "National Youth Alliance," described as "a fighting movement" 
determined to "liquidate the enemies of the American people." It was originally run behind the scenes by 
Willis Carto, the head man at Washington's Liberty Lobby. The organization soon took on Carto's 
coloration and attitudes -- "scientific" racism, "Aryan" anti-Semitism and admiration for Adolf Hitler. 


It has sold and promoted Francis Parker Yockey's Imperium, a 600-page "second Mein Kampf that 
argues for the preservation of Western culture through a Hitlerian racism. (Dedicated to Hitler himself 
by Yockey, an American who committed suicide in a San Francisco jail 18 1960, the book was published 
by Carto's Noontide Press and contains àn introduction by Carto.) Imperium has since become the bible 
of neo-Nazis in the U.S. and elsewhere. 


The group subsequently broke with Carto in 1970 and became the "National Alliance." It was 
reorganized in large part by former members of George Lincoln Rockwell's American Nazi Party. Its 
leader, William L. Pierce, was a former editor of Rockwell's National Socialist World and a leader of the 
party after Rockwell's death. Pierce has run the National Alliance for the past decade and is editor of its 
monthly tabloid, National Vanguard. 


The National Alliance, as an.active promulgator of anti-Semitic propaganda, has distributed thousands 

of copies of a flyer entitled "Who Rules America?" The flyer charges that "Jewish control of the 

American mass media is the single most important fact of life, not just in America, but in the whole " 
world today." The organization offers for sale an array of books on "Western History," "Communism & “ 
Zionism," and "Race." These include Hitler's Mein Kampf, The International Jew, and materials which 
deny the reality of the Nazi extermination of Jews. -- ۱ I 

In 1979, the Internal Revenue Service denied the National Alliance tax exempt status as a "non-profit. 
educational organization" and the Alliance went to court over this denial. 


In May, 1981, a federal court ruled in the organization's favor, and in March, 1982, ADL (with the 
American Jewish Congress and the NAACP) filed an amicus brief supporting the IRS ruling. On June 
28, 1983, a three-judge U.S. Court of Appeals panel ruled that Pierce's group is not educational, that its 
material is "far outside the range Congress would have intended to subsidize in the public interest by 
granting a tax exemption." The court opinion noted that the National Alliance "repetitively appeals for 
action, including violence. . . to injure persons who are members of named racial, religious, or:ethnic 
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No new information has been published about the NA as of September, 1993.

White Power is an empowering philosophy of White racial nationalism and ethnicity. It 
refers to a diverse range of philosophies from leftist National Socialism, to White Pride, to 
rightist White Supremacy. Perhaps the simplest imperative about what White Power stands 
for exists in the "14 words" coined by former Bruder Schweigen member, David Lane: 


"We must secure the existence of our people and a future for White children." 


Where does the term White Power come from? 


Although it is possibly a response to black nationalist Stokely Carmichael's book 

Black Power, , the phrase "White Power" was a popular term coined by participants at a 
George Lincoln Rockwell rally in Marquedt Park, Illinois in 1967. Spontaneously the 
attendants started rallying behind the call for White Power. It has been a popular phrase 
since then and was the title of George Lincoln Rockwell's book White Power . 


What is an Aryan? 


Aryan is a term that many ancient Indo-European peoples called themselves. It means 
"good," "best," or "noble." The ancient Hindus called themselves Aryans and derivitives of 
this term are evident in the country-names of Erin (Ireland) and Iran (Aryan). Today, some 
people of the European branch of Indo-Europeans call themselves that as a unique indicator 
of who they are and what their racial ideals are. 


What is ZOG? 


ZOG (for Zionist Occupation Government) is a euphemism for those governments which 
purport to represent white people while actually subscribing to an anti-white agenda. These 
governments often put "Israel First," while seconding the interests and desires of racial and 
nationalist whites for the interests of multi-racial societies and world government. 


Aren't all White Power advocates White supremacists? 


No. Supremacy refers to an alleged right to rule over other races. Although some White 
Power people are White Supremacists, many are not. Those who are not supremacists are 
actually White nationalists or separatists and advocate for the formation of a White | 
homeland in a manner which does not deny the human rights of non-whites. 


What differences are there in White Power groups? 


There are many different viewpoints collected under the term White Power. A few of the 
philosophical viewpoints are: 


Supremacists - Supremacist arguments state that the White race is inherently superior and 
therefore is justified in ruling over other peoples. They often state that Whites assuming 
power over all of the earth's inhabitants is doing them a favor since Whites are the only 
people superior enough to make good judgements. 
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people superior enough to make good judgements. 


National Socialists - based on Adolf Hitler's doctrine as outlined in his book Mein Kampf, 
the adherents of this viewpoint often don't see this as a "right-wing" cause but rather as a 
racially progressive left-wing movement. National Socialism is founded on several 
doctrines: nationalism, the long-view of history and racism. It adheres to the viewpoint of 
The Leader Principle whereby a people are best led by strong leaders rather than by their 
inherent weaknesses which democracy brings out. 


Christian Identity - this religious doctrine believes that Whites are the true Israelites 
“described in the bible. It adheres to a doctrine of two-creations in Genesis whereby God 
created all of the other animals and races and then created the Adamic (White) race. They 
cite the fact that Adam means "able to show blood in the face" which would refer uniquely 
to the White race. They also believe that Jesus's message has become corrupted because he 
did not come for all peoples, but as said in Matthew 15:24 "I am not sent but unto the lost 
sheep of the house of Israel." 


White Nationalists - this refers to a number of ideological viewpoints which view the White 
race as an ethnic nation which must have its own homeland in order to survive. Its adherents 
believe that the only state which can legitimately represent the White race is one which is 
purposely organized to represent it. 


Separatists - this catch-all identifier applies to many people who are not ideological at all. 

They merely recognize that we Whites are a different people and that we must survive as a 
people. They advocate the separation of the races, usually with different homelands for the 
different races. Some séparatists advocate "The Northwest Imperative" which calls for the 

formation of a White homeland in the Pacific Northwest. 


Often, many of these viewpoints are expressed within a single group. The members of these 
groups bring differing ideas about what the goals of White Power should be, what programs 
can best attain its ideals, what a good White society is and how a White nation-state should 
be organized. But, despite these differences they are all agreed on one point: The White race 
must survive. 


What is a race? 


The word race derives from the Spanish word raza which means "line." It may also derive 
from the latin word "ratio." It refers to genetic lineage. A race is a lineal ethnic group which 
because of its genetic heritage, exhibits unique phenotypic features or patterns. However, 
despite these genetic features, race also refers to an ethnicity and an ethnic identity that is 
based on these features. As racists use the term, it is not equivalent to the biological word 
"race" which is merely a sub-breeding group'of a species. Although as racists use the term a 
race is a sub-breeding group of the human species, it also refers to a set of group ideals and 
norms consistent with the maintenance of that ethnic group and an ethnic society. 


What is racism? 


Racism is the promotion of a race and its interests. It refers to a desire to maintain a unique 
ethnic identity closely bound to the physical characteristics that define that group. It also 
refers to a whole body of social norms which are consistent with maintaining that group and 
promoting a society which is consistent with racial ideals. 


What is race-mixing? 


Race-mixing is the mixing of races, also known as miscegenation. The term "race-mixer" 
refers to those who advocate mixed-race societies as an ideal and those who engage in 
sexual relations with those of other races. Race-mixing is highly frowned upon by racists 
and race-mixers are often severely admonished. 
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and race-mixers are often severely admonished. 

What is a Hammerskin? 
In Pink Floyd's The Wall movie, there is a video segment sung to the tune "Up against 
the Wall," where Pink takes on the visage of a powerful leader. During this sequence, 
hundreds of skinheads march through the street and chase the "Pakis" (Pakistanis) out of 
England. Although the movie is largely opposed to that viewpoint, young skinheads were 
emboldened by the image of strength and came to call themselves Hammerskins. As these 
groups spread throughout the U.S. and Canada, they took on regional prefixes like: Western 
Hammerskins, Northern Hammerskins, Confederate Hammerskins and other names. 

Why do you hate? 

Why do you hate Jews? 

Why do you hate Blacks? 

Why do you hate everybody? 
White Power advocates love their race. Because of that, they are strongly opposed to any 
attempts to harm it by means of loss of territory, loss of economic or political 
self-determination, loss of cultural identity, disenfranchisement or race mixing. In order to 
preserve their race and its interests, they are often willing to engage in hostile acts against 
perceived threats to it. à 

Why don't you get a life? 


White Power advocates do have lives which are based on different principles and ideals 
from those of race-mixers.
